The commission, in a letter to 
city council last night, told of the 
offer of the NYA to provide the 
cty with 
park 
improvements, a 
project in which the city would 
be involved to the extent of 30 per 
cent of the total cost. The govern­ 
ment would supply the 70 per cent 
Up To $10,009 
The youth administration, it w.#. 
pointed out, would pay 70 per cent 
of any amount or expenditure the 
city would care to make up to $10,- 
000. 
For example, a $10,000 pro­ 
ject would cost the 
city 
about 
$3,000. 
The city would have to supply a 
foreman for the job and buy any 
necessary material out of the spon­ 
sor’s 
contributor 
The 
preset 
also would provide for payment by 
the NYA to the city of $4 an hour 
for use of the city’s grader or roll­ 
er, in addition to a “fair price” for 
trucks, cement mixers 
or 
other 
equipment that might be needed. 
The NYA would hire young men 
between the ages of 18 and 24 who 
would work 70 hours a month at 
the rate of 26c an hour. 
A stipulation of the federal of­ 
fer, as outlined by Robert Bloor of 
East Liverpool, county NYA di­ 
rector, is that the c'ty must accept 
the offer within 15 days and com­ 
plete the project within six months. 
Suggested Improvement*

Mayor Suggests 
City Study Plan 
For Incinerator 


A recommendation that the city 
study 
possible 
installation 
of 
a 
municipal incinerator for garbage 
disposal was made to members of 
city council last night by Mayor 
Norman Phillips. 
The mayor announced that Dr. 
Seward Harris, of Lisbon. Colum­ 
biana county health commissioner, 
had ordered two Salem collector? 
to stop dumping their garbage on 
a dump southeast of the city in 
Salem township, effective Dec. I. 
Mayor Phillips said he and the 
city engineer had studied the in­ 
cinerator plan and found that one 
could be installed at the city dis­ 
posal plant at a cost of between 
$30,000 and $35,000. 
A state law* 
requires 
all 
mu­ 
nicipalities to keep a place for gar­ 
bage disposal, the mayor explained. 
He said that if the city is forced to 
act, it might as well go into the 
garbage business for itself. 
The proposed incinerator could 
dispose of five 
tons 
of garbage 
daily .which Is twice the amount 
the city probably would produce, 
he added. 
No action was taken on the rec­ 
ommendation.
